"  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  East  has  learned  with  sarpris* 
and  regret  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America 
thought  fit  at  its  Annual  Meeting  at  Quebec,  in  June  last,  to  disown 
the  officer!  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  ignore  its  existence,  although  it 
had  for  many  years  been  established  aud  acknowledged  by  the  Gran4 
Lodge  of  British  North  America ;  and  without  notice,  to  annul  it« 
warrant  and  thoae  of  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick,  aud  by  con- 
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••(|u«nee,  the  witrraiiti  ul  all  privat*  lodK**-*  working  uuder  them,  and 
this  hy  II  Ucsnliitidii  liiisitlly  [mt  and  carriiMl,  although  protested  againit 
by  Uio  Hrothcrn  ol  Lower  Ciinudii."

"  TliHt  thii  Grand  Lodgp  considers  luch  Kcsjoliition  unconstitutional 
and  viiid,  iniistnucli,  as  no  uotica  of  nudi  action  had  been  (^ivcn  pre- 
viously, nor  liad  any  act  boon  committed  on  the  part  of  the  (Irand 
Lod^fe  of  Canada  East  to  justify  it,  while  its  proviou-t  ;ittBnii>f  to  dii- 
fratichiso  tlie  Grand  Lodj^e  of  Caniida  East,  at  a  Semi-Aanual  Meeting 
held  at  Perth  was  declared  illejfal ;  besides  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  for 
Canada  East,  Hro.  John  McKinnon,  appointed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
British  North  America,  had  solemnly  d-'clared  that  it  had  refoi;iii/,ed 
the  iirivlieKes  and  authority  of  tiio  Grand  Lod^e  of  Canada  East  until 
they  could  be  legally  diicussed  and  determined,  and  couse(piently  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  C.  E.  believes  its  powers  and  privilerfes  t  oe  le^'ally 
and  proficrly  still  in  existenco  and  continued,  a.id  io  bo  to  ull  intent! 
and  purposes  valid."

Your  Committee  on  Proxies  and  Correspoudeuce,  beg  to  report  that, 
baving  no  proxies  before  them,  they  have  nothing  to  report  thereon. 

Voiir  Comnuttee  liavo,  liowevei',  t.ik.-n  into  their  careful  considera- 
tion, tiic  very  Tolumiaous  corrsspoudence  which  haa  be«n  placed  b^- 
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ror«  them,  but  a  v«iy  large  {iroportion  of  that  Correspondence  has 

referenco  to  matter  loo  iiniinportmU  to  be  taken  notice  of.  Tliey 
would,  Imwevcr.  \n'^  to  notice  ii  Cijiiiiiiuiiiciiiion  Iroiii  Hro'lipr  Joseph 
Huston,  I'asl  Masii'i'  ul  Lodfro,  .Vi>.  i:i,  Clmtliani,  ilatcil  8lii  inst  ,c()in- 
jiliiiiiiiii;  (in  acco  mt  of  liiin-olt'  and  Ium  Son,  of  nuijlcct  on  tlio  purt  ol' 
till'  i!ix-s».'iil  Uliici'r.s  ol'  5aid  Lod;;i',  in  not  Kranlnig  llicm  tlndr  ccrliti- 
ciile.s  wlicn  dcnKimU'il  lii>i  Sf|ii(iiilMM-.  Vour  t^.Jimnittt'e  would  rccum- 
nieiid  lliat  this  niatlcr  be  icl'invil  back  to  the  District  having  jnris- 
diction,  the  Grand  Secretary  in  doing  so,  being  instructed  to  advise 
Brother  Hii;<tun,  tiiat,  in  the  event  of  his  being  refused  redress  there, 
or  fading  that  in  the  ('oinity  Lodge,  it  will  then  be  coinpelenl 
(or  hlin  to  apjieal  to  this  Grand  Lodi;e,  but  tluit  until  tiien  n  will  be 
inexpedient  to  take  uny  action  in  the  nnitter. 

Your  Committee  have  also  to  notice  an  oHicial  comniunicatiou  from 
Brother  John  Holland,  as  Grand  Secretary  for  British  North  America, 
with  copy  of  resolutions  passed  by  the  Granit  L^dge  of  Uritisli  North 
America,  at  iti  meeting,  held  in  tinebec  in  June  last,  in  which  after 
admitting  the  illegality  of  the  Proceedings  at  Perth,  by  which  it  was 
attempted  to  annul  this  Right  Worjhiiiful  Grand  Lodge,  they  proceed 
to  repeal  the  illegality.  This  action  on  the  pari  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  British  North  America,  has  led  to  a  considerable  amoiuit  of  Corres- 
pcmdenco,  which  your  (."onnnitlee  have  peruned  with  careful  attention, 
and  have  much  pleasure  in  observing  the  sympathy  which  the  offic»rs 
of  the  various  Lodges  iu  the  ('ounty  Districts  express  towardg  thia 
Grand  Lodge,  and  Ihe  active  fiupporl  in  maintaining  our  rights  and 
privileges,  which  is  promised.  Your  Committee,  however,  cannot  but 
view  with  extrems  pain,  the  line  of  conduct  wiiich  Bro.  J.  .McKiniion 
Las  thought  proper  to  ]iursue,  and  beg  to  exprehs  their  extreme  disap- 
probation of  the  want  of  conrteBy  which  he  di;)playo  m  the  curl  note, 
whicli  he  sent  your  Right  \Yoi>hipfid  Secetaiy,  in  wliicli  he  ignores 
and  denies  the  existence  of  this  Ritjht  AVorshiplu)  (;raml  Lodge.  The 
cotu-se  of  conduct  pursued  towards  this  Right  ^Vol■sllinful  Grand 
Lodge,  by  the  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  ol  Biitish  North  Ameri- 
ca, has  been  so  fidly  detailed  and  animadverled  upon  iu  the  Report 
adopted  by  the  County  Lodge  of  Montreal,  at  a  meeting  held  on  the 
1st  of  July  last,  the  sentimeiits  contained  in  which  Report,  having 
been  endorsed  by  tliis  Riglii  Worshiiiful  Grand  Lodge,  at  the  Semi- 
Annual  Meeting  held  at  Aylmer,  iu  August  last,  tliatit  is  unnecessary 
fjr  your  Commiltee  to  go  over  the  groimd  again.  Your  Committee 
would  thereloie  recounne;id  t!i;it  this  Right  Worshiiiful  Grand  Lodg« 
shoidd  fiinilj  miiiMtain  its'iresont  position,  and  deiend  to  the  very  last 
the  rights  and  privileges  which  every  mibiassed  mind  must  acknow- 
ledge to  be  their.s  ;  yi)ur  Commiltee  would  remark  that,  as  Orangemen, 
we  are  only  bound  by  our  obligation  to  stand  by  each  other  m  all  jaat 
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autioni;  and  that  wben  any  section  of  the  A8sociatlon,obstinatelj  persitta 
in  pursuing  a  Course  of  action  manifestly  unjust,  wo  are  no  longer 
bound  to  support  Ihera,  and  are  not  only  jusiilied  in  mnintnining  our 
rigiits,  but  even  bound  to  do  so,  cren  to  the  assertion  of  absolute  in- 
dependence, should  such  n  line  of  conduct  unfortunately  bccuuio  neoes- 
sary. 

If  the  interests  of  Protestantism,  in  Lower  Canad.i,  o-e  to  be  effi- 
ciently protected,  and  the  insidious  schemes  and  slenlthy  advances  of 
popery,  thwarted  and  opposed,  our  Local  organization,  (or  Canada 
East,  must  bo  maintained  at  every  hazard;  and  your  Coininittee  are 
of  opinion,  tiial  if  the  matter  is  jiroperly  explained,  and  I'onslantly 
kept  before  the  Brethern  of  the  Ottawa  Valley,  this  Rittht  Woishipful 
Grand  Lodge  may  liie.urely  count  u|ion  llteir  almost  unanimous  sup- 
port, for  their  interests  are  as  much  at  stake  as  those  of  any  other  sec- 
tion ot  the  province. 

Whoever  has  read  the  "  Signs  of  tiio  Times!,''  cannot  but  have  ob-

When  in  the  conrso  of  human  events  it  becomes  neces- 
sary for  one  braneh  of  an  organized  Ajsuciation  toiiissolve 
the  outward  bonds  whicii  have  heictoferc  connected  it 
with  another  and  older  one,  and  to  assume  a  more  inde- 
pendent position  by  claiming  the  exercise  of  the  powers 
and  privileges  with  which  the  laws  of  Nature  and  of  the 
God  of  Nature  have  invested  them  ;  a  respect,  for  the 
object  of  the  Association,  and  the  antecedent  intercourse  ;t 
has  maintaliieil  with  the  individual  members,  of  the  Body 
with  which  it  has  hitherto  stood  in  connexion,  require 
that  it  should  declare  the  causes  which  have  impelled 
it  to  such  a  course . 

We  hold  it  to  be  a  self  evident  truth,  that  no  body  of 
wen  can  govern  another, on  the  principle  of  equal  liberty, 
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with  one  common  object  in  view,  without  the  consent  ol 

the  parties  so  gitvcrncd  ;  niui  thiit  wlion  the  CoviM'uors 
have  departed  fVoin  the  onijinal  inU'iitioii  ol  tiic  Iiislitii- 
tion,  or  abused  tiicir  just  powirs,  by  iiifriiii^iiig  upon 
the  proper  rights  and  liliertics  of  the  governed,  or  by  vio- 
lating its  lnu'S  aiid  priiicipU's,  the  latter  have  a  full  and 
inalicnal>lo  right  to  enfranchise  thenis'.dvcs,  by  assuming 
the  powers  and  privileges  which  have  lieon  infringed 
upon,  or  abrogated — for  their  own  preservation, — for  the 
the  stability  of  the  Institution  to  vviiich  they  belong — 
and  ior  the  maintenance  of  the  interests  involved.  Pru- 
dence would  dictate  that  long  established  goverinnenl 
should  not  be  altered  for  slight  or  transient  reasons  ;  but, 
when  a  long  course  of  systematic  abuses  niid  usnrjKilioiis 
have  reached  their  climax  by  an  act  ol'  ^^.  ■!  <  lism  wliich 
threatens  the  future  liberties,  welfare, ami  even  the  exist- 
ence of  the  sull'ering  branch  oi  the  Association,  it  becomes 
the  duty  of  the  mendicrsof  that  branch  to  free  thcuiselves 
from  such  oppression,  and  provide  new  guards  for  their 
future  peace  and  security. 

Its  history  proves  that  the  uniform  tenor  oi  the  policy 
of  the  self  styled  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America 
has  been,  the  establishment  of  an  oligarchical  despotism 
over  their  Brethren  in  the  Provinces  of  Lov/er  Canada, 
New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia,  and  Prince  Edwards  Is- 
land, and  for  the  most  selfish  purposes  to  set  aside  their 
just  claims  to  equal  and  co-operative  power  in  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Order  on  the  Continent  of  North  America, 
in  support  of  which  assertion,  we  declare  that, — 

Whereas  it  is  ordered  in  Clause  40  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Loyal  Orange  Association,  as  set  forth  in  the  Book 
of  Rules  and   Regulations,  under  the  Section  entitled 
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"  Grnnd  Lodge,"  printod  by  order  and  authority  of  the 

r.'i;ui(l  TiOd<2e  of  Britisli  North  Arnrrii'a,  tluit  ^^  A  Junior 
I rpnty  Gran  i  Master  he  dieted  ro-ident  in  Nciv  BrunS' 
v:ii:k ;  one  in  Noca  Scotia  and  one  in  Canada  East. ;  each 
having  jiower  to  coll  an  assemblage  of  County,  and  District 
Masters  and  Masters  of  private  Ledges  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  Local  Grand  Sccrectary,alocal  Grand  Treasurer, 
and  a  local  Grand  Chaplain  ;  and  to  pass  such  other  local 
Regulations,  as  may  he  deemed  rrcpdsite,  not  contrary  to 
the  h'ules  and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodged'  and 

"Whereas,  in  ticcordiuice  M'ith,  and  \\\  obedience  to  said 
clause,  Brother  John  HeUlcr  Isaacson,  Deputy  Grand 
Master  of  British  North  America  for  Canada  East, did 
convene  an  assemblage  of  tlie  County  and  District  Officers 
and  Masters  of  private  Lodges  in  Canada  East,  which 
was  held  at  Montreal  on  the  7th  March,  1S4'9,  and  there 
and  then  proceeded  to  form  a  Deputv  Grand  Lodge  for 
Canada  East,  passing  sundry  local  Uogulations  which 
were  acceded  to  and  approved  of  I)y  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
TJritish  North  America,  as  is  proved  by  the  .stud  Grand 
Lodge  of  British  North  America  having  ordered  the  Re- 
porl  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Meeting  at  Montreal  to  be 
})rinted  with  the  Report  of  its  own  proceedings,  at  its 
Annual  Meeting,  held  at  Toronto  on  the  19th,  iOlh  and 
21st  June,  1849,  and 

Whereas  said  local  Grand  Lodge  for  Canada  East,  tiicu 
formed,  was  didy  constituted  by  Brother  George  Benja- 
min, Esq. ;  he  having  in  virtue  of  the  )iovvers  legally  vest- 
ed in  him,  as  Grand  Master  and  Sovereign  of  the  Order, 
in  Ihe  British  North  American  Provinces,  granted  to  said 
Grand  Lodge  for  Canada  East  a  Warrant  signed  by  him, 
and  to  which  was  affixed  the  Seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  o/ 
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British  North  America,  authorizing  said  Grand  Lodge  for 
Canada  Eiist  to  issue  Warm  uts,  collect  Dues,  and  perform 
all  other  acts,  and  exercise  all  other  powers,  and  enjoy 
all  the  privilefjes  that  a  Grand  Lodge  h>gally  constituted 
may,  and  of  right  ought  to  do,  and  enjoy,  l)tit 

Whereas,  in  opposition  to,  and  in  defiance  ot  Rule  48 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  Loyal  Orange  Association,  under 
the  Section  entitled  "Grand  Lodge,"  which  provides 
that  "  the  Grand  Lodpe  shnll  not  alter  its  f.ules  and  Re- 
gulations, except  at  an  Annual  Meetin.<:,  or  at  a  Special 
JSIeeting  called  for  that  purpose^''  llie  (irand  Lodge  of 
British  North  America  proceeded,  vithout  noiice,  and  at 
a  Srmi-annual  Meeting  held  at  Perth,  on  the  bth  and  7th 
days  ot  September,  1853,  to  pass  a  llesolution,  anntdling 
the  powers  and  privileges  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  Canada 
East ;  and 

Whereas,  in  conformity  with  such  R(^so)'ition,  tlie 
Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America  proceeded,  illegal- 
ly and  unconstitutionally,  and  uniformly, and  systematic- 
ally, to  ignore  the  existence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  Can- 
ada East,  by  declining  to  transmit  any  information  or 
intelligence  connected  with  the  affairs  of  the  Order  or  in 
any  way  to  recognise  it,  or  its  officers,  and 

Whereas,  when  the  dissentient  Grand  Lodges  for  Up- 
per Canada  had  adjusted  their  differences  at  Brockville, 
and  become  reconciled,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North 
America  insidiously  attempted  to  undermine  what  it 
could  not  overthrow ;  by  appointing  brother  John 
McKinnon  as  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  British  North 
America,  and  Grand  Master  for  Canada  East,  and  deputing 
him  to  invite  the  Grand  Lodge  for  Canada  East  to  unite 
in  idjuatiog  difTeronces,  promising  to  rcviogniz*  and  cob-

tinue  its  powers  and  privilop,fs  until  tho  ond  of  the  Year, 
when  ii  satisfactory  ixrran&emrut  woiilti  be  made;  who 
80  far  carried  out  i's  intentions  as  to  induce  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  East  to  consent  thereto,  with  this 
proviso,  that  he  preside  at  their  Annual  Meeting  and  in- 
stal  their  officers,  and 

Whereas,  this  compact  was  violated  before  the  end  of 
the  year  by  Brother  John  McKinnon  as  Deputy  of  the 
Grand  Lodc,e  of  British  North  America  afterwards  refus- 
ing to  perform  the  duties  of  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  Canada  East,  to  the  fulfdhnent  of  which  he 
had  been  an  assenting  party,  and  which  was  necessary  in 
carrying  out  the  proposed  wishes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
British  North  America  and  afterwards  refusing  to  recog- 
n\7.e  the  Grand  Lodge  for  Canada  East,  o^  to  admit  its 
Members  at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  Quebec,  although 
representing  upwards  of  60  Lodges  of  true  and  loyal 
Orangemen,  and 

Whereas,  towards  the  closeof  the  said  Annual  Meeting, 
held  at  Quebec  on  the  ]6th,  17th  and  18th  days  of  June, 
1857,  when  the  facts  and  merits  of  the  question  in  dispute 
between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America  and 
the  Local  Grand  Lodge  for  Canada  East,  were  made  s« 
plain  that  the  justice  of  the  claims  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Canada  East  could  no  longer  be  denied  or  withheld,  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America  passed  the  follow- 
ing Resolution,  "  that  this  Grand  Lodge  regrets  that  th« 
Local  Grand  Lodge  of  Lower  Canada,  tvas  illegally  dealt 
with  at  Perth,'"  and 

Whereas,  notwithstand  this  admission,  tiie  said  Grand 
Lodge  of  British  North  America,  proceeded  at  once  hasti- 
ly, and  without  allowing  discussion  or  aocopting  our  pr«- 
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test,  to  repeat  the  injustice  it  had  before  perpetrated  ;  by 
resolving  '•/hat  there  be  oiity  One  Grand  Lorlge  for  British 
North  America  and  that  all  Local  Grand  Ledges  he  o.n- 
null.d^''  thus  sweepiii!^  away  all  Locil  Griuid  Lotlges 
within  tiio  Britisli  Nortli  American  Provinces,  and  \>y 
conscqnoncL!  all  the  Warrants  of  jirivate  Lo.'ges  issued  oy 
them  altliongh  llule  40  of  the  Constitntion  e!._iirin.>  that 
such  Grand  Lodges  shonid  be  formed  and  ccns'.itnted; 
and 

Whereas  snch  Resolution  was  consequently  equally 
null  and  void,  with  that  passed  at  Pert!),  the  Ofiicers  and 
Members  of  the  G'rand  LoJge  of  Canada  East  do  con- 
sider said  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  East  still  to  exist  by 
virtue  of  its  origin, and  of  the  Warrant  it  still  holds,  which 
Warrant  no  subsequent  change  of  tlie  Constitution  can 
annul,  the  Grand  Lodiie  of  British  North  America  hav- 
ing no  power  to  iir.nul  even  a  iTivnle  ^Val■r!!nt  ui'.liout 
regular  trial,  after  i\\\i?  Notice,  anil  Mr()v•'l1^  <M>r.d  and 
sufficient  cause  for  such  dislVaneiiis;!-.:'  r. ; . .  ir  rui  u  hich 
had  been  done  in  reference  to  ilio  Gr;ii.(i  L..  <;,,>  ol'Cana- 
da  East, and  as  the  Grand  LodLje  uf  Br:ii.'<ii  Ndiili  Ameri- 
ca had  not  power  to  perform  tiie  lessor  net  oi  autlionly, 
it  could  not  execute  the  greater,  and 

Whereas  the  Grand  Lodire  of  British  North  Ameri- 
ca has  subsequently  disregarded  all  the  remonstrances, 
petitions,  and  complaints  of  the  dilFerent  Lodges  and 
individual  members  which  have  ])een  addressed  to 
it  through  the  Grand  Master  onthe  subject  ;  and 
while,  as  heretofore,  it  has  withheld  all  intelligence, 
as  well  as  its  Reports  and  Advertif-ements  from  the 
Brethren  in  Canada  East,  it  has  severely  censured 
those    who   deemed    it   their    duty  to   publish    its  acta 
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for  the  information  of  the  Brethren  at  large  ;  and  our  efforts 
to  obtain  redress  hnvo  only  been  .stigmatised  as  acts  of  re- 
belJion,  and  w«  have  been  represented  to  our  Brethren  as 
only  being  inliuenced  by  the  ambitious  design  of  becom- 
ing independent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North 
America,  and  the  paltry  wish  to  be  clear  from  the  pay- 
ment of  Dues  to  said  Grand  Lodge  ;  and 

Whereas  we  disavow  such  (b'sign,  and  denounce  all 
the  calumnies  v  liich  have  been  published  against  us  as 
false,  and  as  we  have  ever  treated  our  Brethren  with 
respect  and  artection,  coniidiug  in  their  honour  and 
brolhcrly  ibtling  for  liic  redress  of  c>ur  greivances,  as  can 
be  proved  by  reiercsice  to  the  ilesohitions  brought  up  by 
Bros  C.  r.  Hill  and  T.  A.  Evans, at,  the  Annual  Meetin<'- 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America,  held  at 
Port  Hope  on  the  lath  and  16th  days  of  June,  1852,  and 
which  were  ordered  to  be  received  and  reported  on  and 
which  was  accordingly  done  ;  but  as  wc  perceive  that  the 
conduct  of  the  (Jriuid  Lodge  of  British  North  America, 
only  too  trnly  indicates  the  spirit  with  which  it  is  ac- 
tuated ami  too  clf;arly  shows  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Canada  East  can  not  expect  justice  at  its  hands, 
and  that  the  ujiright  conduct  of  the  Brethren  in 
Canada  East  bus  only  called  forth  multiplied  acts 
of  neglect  and  oppression,  and  that  the  interests  of 
the  Protestant  cause  and  the  princii)les  upon  which 
our  glorious  Institution  is  founded,  imperatively  de- 
mand that  there  should  be  a  separata  organization 
of  the  Brethren  in  Canada  East,  we  are  reluctantly 
compelled  to  renounce  for  ever  submission  to  ♦he  authority 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America,  as  at  pre- 
seut  constituted,  and  to  consider  it  henceforward  only  aa 
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a  co-operative  tJruud  Lodge  with  ojrselres  on  us  friend- 
ly aad  brotliurly  a  luoliug  us  llu;ir  couduct  towards  us  in 
the  future  miiy  warrant. 

We  thercli.)rc,  tlie  Ollioers  and  Meailiers  of  the  Right 
Worsliipful  the  Grand  Lodge  ofCaiiada  East,  for  ourselves 
and  our  successors,  and  la  the  name  and  on  behalf  of'all  the 
Lodges  in  Canada  East  i  ssembled  in  Montreal  in  Annual 
Session  on  the  16lh,  and  17lh  February,  1858,  a])[)ealing 
to  the  Great  Ruler  ofth'>  Univer'se  to  witness  to  the  purity 
of  our  motives,  and  the  rectitude  of  our  intentions,  do 
hereby,  in  the  name  and  Ly  the  authority  of  the  Brethern 
of  the  Loyal  Orauge  Association  in  Canada  East,  nov/  and 
from  lienceforth,  reject,  and  renounce,  all  subjection  and 
allegiance  to  the  ( i  rand  Lodge  o'"  British  North  America,  as 
at  present  Constituted  and  all  otliers  whicli  may  hereafter 
elaini  such  by,  through,  or  under  it ;  and  finally  we  do 
assert  and  declare  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  Loyal  Orange  Association, Canada  East,  to  be  hence- 
forth free  and  independent  of  all  others  ;  having  full 
power  to  issue  warrants,  constitute  and  appoint  officers, 
collect  dues,  and  to  do  all  other  acts  and  things,  and  en- 
joy and  use,  all  the  ])ovvers  and  privileges  which  all  other 
Grand  Lodges  of  the  Loyal  Orange  Association,  in  Her 
Most  Gracious  Majesty's  Dominions,  may  or  can  of  right 
do,  or  enjoy,  under  the  style  and  title  of  the  Right  Wor- 
shipful the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Loyal  Orang«  Association 
of  Canada  East. 

W^e  however,  declare,  notwithstanding,  our  ilesne  to 
hold  out  the  right  hand  of  Fellowship  and  Brotherly  lov« 
to  all  the  Brethern  in  Canada  West,  Nova  Scotia,  New 
Brunswick  and  all  other  ))arls  in  Her  Mo>t  Gracious 
Majesty's  Dominions, and  that  though  henceforth  separate 
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m  organization,  our  wish  is  ever  to  remain  iirulivided  Ironi 
them  ill  whatever  may  pertain  to  the  guod  of  tlie  Order  or 
the  promotion  and  8U})port  ot  the  rroteslunl  cause,  and  ara 
ready  to  tender  our  most  hearty  co-operation  in  aught 
that  may  be  deemed  necessary  fur  the  promotion  of  th« 
interests  of  our  Glorious  Order  consistent  \rith  our  common 
principles  of  Truth  and  Justice,  Religion  and  Loyalty, 
cur  duties  as  Christians,  and  our  obligation  as  Orange- 
men— and  for  the  8U[)port  of  this  Declu ration  wo  mutually 
pledge  to  each  other  our  fortunes  and  our  sacred  Honour; 
as  Witness  our  hands  this  17th  day  of  February,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord,  1858.
